They gave Of- 
ficer Wells some relief, and then he 
was sent to St. Vincent’s Hospital. 
He died at 6 o'clock. 

Officer Wells was formerly the pas- 
tor of a Methodist church in Connecti- 
cat. About fifteen years ago he be- 
came convinced, it is said, that he 
owed it to his God to lay aside the 
digaity and the comforts ef his posi- 
tien as the esteemed pastor of a well- 
to-do flock, and to go into the high- 
ways and byways to preach the gos- 
pel. He established his wife and 
children on a well-tilled and plenti- 
fully stecked farm near Nerwalk, 
Conao., and resigned his pastorate. 
He came to this city and joined the 
police ferce, believing that he ceuld 
thus more easily reach the criminal 
classes. He was assigned to duty io 
the first ward. His official positien 
secured for him a respectable hearing 
among the emigrant runners, bounty 
agents,and other reckless personsin the

A Horrible Affair.
